REMARKS 

In the International Search Report dated May 28, 1999 (copy attached), the 
Patent Ahstract of Japan for Japanese 06031 130 along with the article by Hammer 
et al from the TRM Technical Disclosure Bulletin were cited in Category Y with 
regard to certain claims. U.S. Patent Nos. 5,477,417 and 5,646,823 were cited in 
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Category A, which is technical background. Also cited in Category A was German 
196 26 778, which was also mentioned on page 2 of the translation of the PCT 
spec.ficat.on. Copies of these five references are attached herewith. It is respectfully 
submitted that claims 1-8 and 10-17 are patentable over these references, in view of 
the Preliminary Examination Report of October 12, 1999. 

Also attached herewith are U.S. Patent Nos. 5,395,411; 5,409,419; 
5,438,226; 5,484,012 and 5,886,296. These U.S. Patents were known to applicants 
as standard of technical background for cooling devices. 

Also attached herewith, as examples of known technical background, are 
European 0 089 401; German OS 2 211 268; German 31 47 970; German 36 24 541 
and German 42 34 919. These five German-Language documents are also examples 
of known cooling methods and devices. It is also noted that the undersigned attorney 
does not have translations or know of corresponding English-Language documents 
for these German References. It is respectfully submitted that claims 1-8 and 10-17 
are patentable over the teachings of these additional references.
